. The sequence began as the 
scheduled formal speakers in 
the throne _ speech debate 
finished about 45 minutes before 
regular adjournment.

were to go to Government 
House for the anmual state 
dinner, 


As Premier Bennett was 
about .to call for adjournment, 
Mr. McGeer jumped up and 
demanded the house continue 
sitting. 

He said Premier Bennett had 
eroded MLAs rights over the 
years and he would insist_on 
having private members bills 
discussed early instead: of allow- 
ing the government to stall the 
opposition’s proposals until. the 
last day of the session, 

Premier Bennett shook his 
head soothingly and called 
across the floor that continwing 
the sitting would disrupt the 
state dinner arrangements. 

Mr. Me Geer ipimediately 
jumped up and demanded a roll- 


call division, sitting down with 
gleeful satisfagtion.

WASHINGTON (WP) — President Nixon has decided to 
seek an overhaul of the electoral college system, rather than 
junKing it in favor of direct, popular election of the chief 
executive, Republican congressional leaders said Wednesday. 

The -president;—they—said, will endorse alternative 
proposals—generally favored by political conservatives—that 
would divide each state's electoral vote according to the 
share of its popular vote or the number of its congressional 
districts won by each candixtate. 

House Republican leader Gerald R, Ford Jr, of Michigan 
said Mr. Nixon would seen send Congress a special message 
on electoral reform, but told newsmen the president did not 
tie himself down’ on its details during a White House

And Takes the Plunge 


TOPEKA, Kan, (AP) — 
Pte. Donald Till was captured 
today after the army said he 
went absent without leave 
again—this time in a 3,000-foot 
jump from an airplane. 

An-army spokesman said 
Till, 24, was being flown to 
the stockade at Ft. Riley, 
Kan., Wednesday for court- 
martial on charges of disobey- 
ing a lawful order, disrespect 
to an officer and being absent 
without leave. 

The pilot, Capt. William D. 
Felton, said Till was told he 
could put on a parachute after 
he said he was- afraid. the 
five-passenger army plane 
might crash, 

His guard said Till “was 


asking questions’ about the 
parachute —how to put ib on 
and how to pull the ripcord.””

LE THE PEOPLE WHO 
will attend the federal-provin- 
cial conference next week are well 
known individually as premiers and 
federal experts, the overall motiva- 
tion through which they attend will 
be much more important than their 
titles. In view of Canada’s situation 
today it is vital that all who go to 
the conference should go first and 
foremost as Canadians, and second- 
ly as provincial spokesmen or Otta- 
wa political technicians. 

It is not difficult to detect .a de- 
terioration inthe national scene 
over the past few months. The very 
real spirit of French-English unity 
that was evident a year ago has 
been eroded somewhat under such 
frictions as Premier Bennett’s dec- 
larations, Prairie reactions to the bi- 
lingual question, and Quebec’s own 
actions in regard to the St. Leonard 
schools conflict and the provincial 
government’s apparent support for 
a retrogressive move. In addition, 
there has been the exacerbating and 
divisive interference of General de 
Gaulle, whom Ontario’s Premier Ro- 
barts calls “that meddling old man.” 

If, therefore, the premiers go to 
the conference solely in the guise of 
regional champions, determined to 
fight for every possible parochial ad- 
vantage at the expense of the na- 
tional government, then the people 
of the provinces and of Canada as 


at Stake 


a whole will have been very badly 
served. In fact, the elected delegates 
will not be truly representative of 
the people if they do not put Canada . 
first, for the people across this coun- 
try are sound in their national feel- 
ing; apart from the Quebec situation 
it is only from a few provincial gov- 
ernment leaders and some of their 
ministérs that we hear aggressive 
voices seeking regional advantage at 
the cost of national interest. The 
provinces have their part to play 
within Confederation, but it is no 
intent of Confederation for them to 
deprive the central government of 
the necessary revenues and powers 
to carry on the nation’s business-and 
ensure its unity. 

It is unlikely that the three-day 
conference will solve Canada’s con- 
stitutional problems or its: financial 
disagreements. But it is essential 
that some progress be made, and 
particularly that .the way be left 
open for further communication and 
advances. If the conference breaks 
up in confusion and dissension, par- 
ticularly with racial overtones, two 
things will be obvious. Canada will 
have suffered.a serious setback at a 
time when it can ill sustain such a 
blow; and the men who caused it 
will be clearly on view. This is a 
point at which the affairs of Canada 
demand statesmanship and that can 
be provided only by statesmen.

Stumps will be 
cut closer to the ground and tops 
will be lopped off at: a smaller 
diameter.

"areas were unrealistic because forest 


inventories used by the government 
were faulty — that many more trees 
could be cut without danger to the 
maintenance of the forest. That ar- 
gument is silenced now, since in- 
ventories have been greatly improv- 
ed. Under these circumstances it is 
to the advantage of the industry to 
reapvall it can through closer utiliza- 
tion, while sending no marketable 
saw. logs, even those of small dimen- 
sion timber, to the chippers. 

Implementation of ‘the policy 
should carry an added benefit. As 
more of the material formerly left 
on the ground is.brought to pulp 
mills, the volume of slash should be 
materially reduced, leaving less po- 
tential ‘tinder for forest fires. Closer 
utilization’ does, however, impose 
some additional strain on what are 
called small, independent operators, 
The policy demands high efficiency 
and the use of relatively expensive 
specialized equipment more acces- 
sible to big firms than to relatively 
small competitors. The days of the 
latter, already numbered, are thus 
shortened still further.

ME prime iinister’s summons to de- 
bate on- Canadian policy towards 
NATO haS provoked a gratifying re- 
sponse in the-Senate. There has been in 
fact more said — and — 
that more to the 
point — in the upper 
house than in the 
House of Commons. 
It is probable that 
the most — arresting 
speech, from the 
ministerial stand- 
point, was that de- 
livered on ~Thursday 
by Senator Dan Lang 
of South York. Sen. 
Lang is a Liberal and-accordingly had no 
partisan interest in embarrassing the 
government. He was a vocal member of 
the Canadian delegation to Brussels last 
November and was thus able to draw on 
factual up-to-date information derived 
from briefings and direct contacts with 
spokesmen of many European countries. 
Finally, his speech dealt not solely with 
the defence and foreign policy problem 
but also with the ministerial problem 
which has grown out of it. ae 
Sen, Lang began with a reference to 
the careful preparation for the meeting 
of the North Atlantic assembly, noting 
particularly the co-operation extended by 
Mitchell Sharp ard Leo Cadieux. This 
had enabled delegates to_participate fully 
in the various sessions. ‘‘They were not 
diffident about putting forth their views, 
and there was no hesitancy in doing so, 
notwithstanding the equivocating posture 
of the Canadian government at the ‘time, 
the so-called review of foreign policy 
being in progress.”

Response to Czechoslovakia 


After summarizing the conclusions of 
the conference, Sen. Lang dwelt. on the 
NATO response to the Soviet aggression 
in Czechoslovakia. He noted the actual 
commitments entered jnto by various 
states. For example,*’ Belgium has 
undertaken to recruit “career volun- 
teers,’ reviving an interrupted program 
which is to recruit 4,000 men a year. 
West Germany is retaining combat units 
that were to have been turned into 
training formations; and purchasing 88 
Phantom reconnaissance aircraft; the 
1969 defence budget is up by 740 million 
DM (roughly $185 million)..The Italian 
defence butiget has been increased seven 
per cent. The Norwegians are strength- 
ening their northern defences, And so on, 

The. senator then commented, on 
“some discordant. notes” at home 
disturbing ‘this atmosphere of renewed 
dedication to the principles of collective. 
Security.” 

“T should say that ifthe press is to be 
believed (or, he might have. added, the 
House of Commons Hansard), the prime, 
minister has encouraged the postmaster- 
general. to publicize—his—views on 
Canada's contit wed participation in 
NATO. I. suggest that this makes a 
mockery of the notion of ° eabinet 
solidarity when the postmaster-general’s 


views apparently are totally at variance— 


with those held by the ministers 
responsible in this area, the minister of 
national defence and the secretary of 
state for external affairs.” 

Sen. Lang expressed some doubt 
about the precise meaning of the 
“national debate’ but suggested that the 
proper forum .for it was the halls of 
Parliamest. 


Preconceived Determination 


He continued: “If I am correct in this 
regard, then I would be less. than honest 
if I did not say that I am now suspicious 
that such activity must represent an at- 
tempt to rally public support behind. 
someone's preconceived determination. to 
remove Canada from the NATO alliance 
and, if necessary, to do So by bypassing 
Parliament in the process. I hope my 
suspicions are ill-founded.” 

Senator Lang then took up one by one 
the arguments advanced by Mr. Kierans 
in. his speech. at Nanaimo. 

To assert, as doés the postmaster- 
general, that NATO is “not worthwhile” 
is to argue that collective security is not 
worthwhile. This is to ignore past 
experience. More especially, it is to 
ignore the fact that NATO: accounts for 
about 18 per cent of our defence budget, 
or roughly $200 million. Sa

and we are listened. to. We can help 
fashion the shape of events to come, 
completely out of propertion to our 
relative size as a country and our 
relative contribution to the alliance.”

Useless Bureaucracy 


As Mr. Kierans sees things, NATO is 
a useless military bureaucracy which 
has divided Europe instead of unifying it.

NATO Europe ‘‘would be united as a 
group of military satellites under Rus- 
sian military domination.’’ Instead the 
continent has been divided into the slave 
and the free. ‘‘There is still a free West 
Germany, a free Belgiim, a free 
Holland, a free Italy and, under de 
Gaulle, a relatively free France.” 

Is NATO —a_self-justifying deterrent 
against a non-military, threat? Mr. 
Kierans must be persuaded that 400,000 
armed foreigners in-Czechoslovakia are 
simple tourists. In fact the Warsaw Pact 
countries and Russia are ‘‘undoubtedly . 


* the most heavily armed agglomeration of 


states in the world, whether in aircraft, 
armor, nuclear intermediate range mis- 
siles or manpower, and with a_non- 
nuclear capability probably double that 
of the European NATO forces.”’ 

The senator scoffed at the notion that 
what we spend on NATO determines the 
scale of our foreign aid. This is non 
sequitur. “What we expend on foreign 
aid is no more dependent upon what we 
expend on NATO than upon what we 
spend on the Canada Pension Plan or the

However, if Peking still insists as a

edly needs China’s acceptance, if not 
endorsement, of a Vietnam peace; but it 
cannot modify the fundaments of its 
Pacific strategic position as quid - pro 
quo. . 

It should not be forgotten that the 
Chinese again mentioned settlement of 
the Taiwan issue as an_ essential 
precondition to coexistefice. This idea 
now echoes in serious American quar- 
ters. Senator Fulbright wants American 
withdrawal of military aid and naval 
protection for Chiang Kai-Shek’s island 
domain so the two Chinas can, as it 
were, settle their own argument. 

But the implications of such talk must 
be- pondered..Those who wished the U.S, 
to withdraw from the Asian mainland, 
starting ‘with Vietnam, because America 
was a whale that could not fight on land 
against a’Chinese elephant, now seem to 
want even the whale to retreat. The 
ultimate ‘logic of this approach is a 
return to. isolationism and fortress 
America. 

American Pacific strategy is based on 
island positions extending from Japan 
through Okinawa,- Taiwan. and the 
Philippines down to Australia. Mainland 
garrisons in Korea and Vietnam devel- 
oped. almost by accident. 

Since the offshore island crises of the 


- mid-50’s, the U.S, has built Taiwan. into 


both a fortress and an Asian economic 
showcase. The U.S obligation to maintain 
Chiang may have been sufficiently 
fulfilled but one can scarcely argue that 
it should abandon the majority popula- 
tion of Taiwan, which is Formosan and 
dislikes all Chinese overlords. 


Philippine Position

Some day, indeed, the 
U.S. 4s going to have to adjust its 
position on both islands. But care must 
be taken to avoid doing so too soon, 
while Vietnam peace remains in abey- 
ance, and before both Japan and the 
Philippines have been included in other 
defence arrangements. ' 

The risk otherwise. is _ immense. 
Pressures to urge the U.S. off the Asian 
mainland have succeeded -in-making 
their impulse strongly felt. It would be 
particularly dangerous to have simul- 
taneous pressures succeed in urging the 
U.S. out of island positions, thus

Exploring’ the Sun 


We can predict the lifetime 
of our sun and explain its 
energy output, yet despite its 
essential_role_in_ making the 
world habitable, we have. yet 
to understand some of its most 
obvious features.

What causes the sunspots 
and the cyclic magnetic 
changes’ associated with 
them? Why does the sun have 
a pulse rate of roughly 11 
years in terms of sunspot 
numbers and eruption fre- 
quency? How reliable is the 
sun’s heat production? Does it 
vary enough to account for 
the ice ages and other catas- 
trophic climate changes? 


@ 
A solar “flare” is an 
eruption whose causes are 


still poorly. understood, al- 
though such a flare can eject 
streams of high-energy par- 
ticles, generating enough 
radiation to present a possible 
hazard to men walking in 
space or on the airless moon. 


Our: understanding of the 
sun and its effects has been 
hampered by the blanket of 
air covering the earth. Some 
of the emissions most closely 
related to solar activity, such 
as X-rays and the most 
intense ultraviolet, cannot 
penetrate to the earth’s sur- 
face. 


Hence one of the prime 
objections of the space pro- 
gram has been to conduct 
extended observations of the 
sun and its radiations from 
above the atmosphere. 


At the moment there are a 
score of American satellites in 
orbit around the earth and 
moon sending data on solar 
tadiation and related phe- 
nomena. 


The Russians probably have 
a comparable number doing 
such work and the U.S. has 
launched similar satellites for 
other nations, Canada’s Alou- 


Has Been Slow, Controversial 


The invention of the two- 
name. system by Linnaeus in 
mid-eighteenth century and its 
subse quent 
world-wide

Mammals, birds, amphi- 
bians and fishes were recog- 
nized as distinct groups ‘‘with 
blood"; the remainder, which 
we now call invertebrates, 
were “without blood” and 
were further divided into 
several very arbitrary and 
artificial ‘groups. : 

Anima] classification re- 
mained in this unhappy state 
for many centuries, in fact up 
until the Renaissance when 
interest in medicine was 
revived and the study of 
biology. was further sparked 
by the invention of the 
microscope. 

The first notable. improve- 
ment made about, this time 
was by Linnaeus who pro- 
posed calling all those inver- 
tebrates with. jointed limbs 
“Insecta” and all the rest 
“Vermes”’ or worms. 


During the following period, 
extending into the nineteenth 
century, a more than usual 
amoun? ft careful anatomical 
study was made by a number 
of eminent. biologists and 
there emerged ‘the idea that 
all animals, from the lowest 
to. the highest, could -be 
arranged in a graduated 
linear series.

Further progress in design- 
ing a satisfactory classifica- 
tion of the animal kingdom 
was blocked--by the _, widely 
held idea that each species 
was a fixed unchanging unit. 
It was found impossible -to fit 
animal groups into séparate 
compartments and to arrange 
them in a progressive .order. 

Alternate schemes were 
proposed by & number of 
naturalists at this time but 
credit ‘apparently goes to 
Lamarck, the outstanding 
French biologist of early 
nineteenth century, for sug- 
gesting a genealogical tree 
arrangement for the animal 
kingdom. He also believed 
that species were not “fixed’’ 
but were in fact evolving and 


he proposed a startling new 
theory based on variation and 
heredity. 

These ideas were strongly. 
contested by thinkers of the 
time —-and -the-—controversy 
perhaps stimulated men like 
Wallace and Darwin who 
came up with an alternate 
theory based on “natural 
selection” and “survival of 
the fittest.” Darwin’s publica- 
tion of “Origin of Species” in 
1859 -created a tremendous 
intellectual stir and marks a 
turning point in natural his* 
tory thought.

Even with this new outlook 
based upon the idea« that 
living species have evolved 
from simpler forms in a 
branching pattern, the prob- 
lem of arranging plants and 
animals into a satisfactory 
classification has not been 
entirely solved. 

Great progress “has been 
made; almost universal 
agreement has. been reached 
regarding the true relation- 
ships of the major groups of 
flora and fauna but so long as 
there are indiyidualists among 
biologists there will be differ- 
ences of opinion regarding 
many of.the minor groups. 

Moreover many species, 
particularly small forms, 
remain to be discovefed, 
described and properly classi- 
fied. Undoubtedly these activi- 
ties and their attendant prob- 
lems in taxonomy will con- 
tinue to keep ‘biologists busy 
for a long time in the future,

The latest of the sun- 
scanning satellites, Orbiting 
Solar Observatory 5 (OSO 5), 
was launched Jan. 22, bring- 
ing to six the number of OSO 
Satellites sent aloft so far 
(one was-a failure). The 


information that they and ° 


other space vehicles have sent 
to earth has begun to deepen 
our understanding of the sun. 

It has become sufficient so 
that, from information 
gathered in space, as well as 
by a globe-encircling network 
of stations, those in charge of 
the Apollo 8 flight to the moon 
and back in December were 
able to ignore a variety of 
ominous manifestations on the 
sun during the flight. 


Enough radiation measure- 
ments had been made during 
previous “space. storms,” 
near the earth, near the moon 
and in more distant regions, 
to make it appear that the 
three Apollo astronauts were 
reasonably safe as long as 
they remained inside their 
spacecraft. 

The radiation that has been 
surveyed is not only that 
generated eruptively by the 
sun, but that which is trapped 
in the-Van Allen belts sur- 
rounding the earth. 

The radiation in the belts 
consists of atomic particles 
(protons and electrons) spiral- 
ing along the force lines of the 
earth’s magnetic field. They 


may grow in number or in 
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energy after a solar eruption. 

The sun generates virtually 
every form of radiation, both 
in_particle form—and—in- wave 
form. (X-rays, ultraviolet 
light, visible light, radio 
waves and so forth). 

To monitor forms of radia- 
tion unobservable on earth, 
Satellites have been fired into 
‘a wide variety of orbits, since 
the space age began 11 years 
ago. 

These orbits slowly 
“painted” what was going on 
in space near the earth and 
far beyond the moon. 


They revealed, not only the 

radiation belts, but the rather 
abrupt ‘termination of this 
planet’s sphere of magnetic 
influencesome thousands of 
miles above the earth’s sur- 
face. 
: Beyond is the solar wind, 
sweeping past the earth and 
blowing out its magnetic en- 
velope into a “tail” —that 
reaches beyond the orbit of 
the moon. 

As with earlier spacecraft, 
OSO 5 will monitor X-rays 
and ultraviolet emissions from 
the sun, one of its tasks being 
to look for signs that could 
give advance warning of major 
flares.

The vehicle is programmed 
to wobble from side to side, 
sweeping its telescopes back 
and forth across the sun in a 
scanning pattern like that 
used to paint a television 
picture. 

Whereas a complete TV 
image is generated « rhany 
times a second, it will take 
five minutes for OSO 5 to 
produce one full image of the

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Argentina's Strongman 
Keeping a Tight Rein

during most of the past 30 
years. 

Instead, partly by design 
and partly through drift, the 
Ongania regime has chosen to 
ignore political considerations 
to concentrate on the coun- 
try’s myriad economic prob- 
lems. 

And, under the leadership of 
minister of the economy Adail- 
bert Krieger Vasena, it has 
made. what economists and 
big businessmen regard as 
remarkable strides. 


Budgets Pared 


As the result of Krieger’s 
energetic. policy of wooing 
investment and fighting infla- 
tion by paring budgets and 
holding Gown wages, Argen- 
tina ended 1968 on an eco- 
nomic upswing. 

Despite drought and hoof 
and mouth disease that cut 
down on exports of wheat and 
meat, the country broke’ its 
long, period of stagnation to 
record an increase of about 4 
per cent in the gross national 
product 


Even more importantly, the 
country finally seemed to gain 
the upper hand in its decade- 
long battle with runaway 
inflation. It now appears that 
the 1968 rise in the cost of 
living was 9.6 percent — a 
remarkably low figure in 
comparison to the 29 per cent 
of 1967 and the even higher 
figures of earlier years. 


Bankers’ Darling 


All this has made Krieger a 
special darling of foreign 
investors, banks and lending 
agencies and has given Argen- 
tina vastly increased stature 
in the international financial 
community. Here at home, it 
has prompted the business 
and military esbablishments 
which determine power to put 
aside earlier misgivings about 
Ongania and support the 
regime. 

As a result, the only criti- 
cism now comes from the 
legally suppressed oldine po- 
litical parties, from retired 
military officers who were on 
the losing end of power 
Struggles with Ongania, from 
intellectuals who dislike the 
regime’s muscular anti- 
communism and ifs com- 
stockian scrutiny of public 


morals and from the once- 
powerful. la bor movement 
whose wages and priveleges 
have been curtailed by Krieg- 
er’s austerity measures. 

Most of these groups are too 
divided and lacking in public 
support to pose any real 
threat to the regime. And the 
labor unions, which long held 
the balance of power ‘in this 
country, have been beaten 
down in every test of strength 
against the government. 

The most recent confronta- 
tion came in September, when 
the government oil monopoly 
decided to increase to eight 
hours the six-hour work day in

Plata refinery. This touched 
off a two-month strike that in 
the end was decisively broken 
by the government. 

The refinery now works an 
eight-hour day, 1,750 workers 
lost their jobs and three 
unions representing the re- 
finery employees, plus a 
fourth that staged a 72-hour 
sympathy strike, have met 
with government intervention. 


Labor. Threatened 


Since then, most prominent 
Argentine labor leaders have 
become openly collaboration- 
ist in an effort to save 
themselves from the govern 
ment's chopping block. Grum- 
bling and scattered calls for a 
general strike are still quite 
audible among the rank and 
file, but everyone is fully on 
notice that new strikes will be 
met with further sanctions 
and widespread layoffs.

They say that a man 
who once wore uniform 
never forgets the num- 
ber his country tacked 
to his name. A couple 
of evenings past, a friend 
in reminiscent mood 


yanked his from the 
mists of memory with no 
trouble.at all. 


Perhaps if I'd been in 
longer, mine would stick 
better. But the army rid 
itself of me while the 
fuzz was still on my 
battle-dress. 

- However, I do recall that to 
the end of my few months of 

3 ° service, I 
carried my 
training -issue 
S prin gtield 
hunter-style 
whenever I 
could get 
away. with it, 
and tended to 
salute with 
my left hand. 

There aré 
other 
memor ies—tinged slightly 
with the guilt that comes 
from missing what so many 
young men of my generation 
endured—and I wouldn’t trade 
them for anything. 

Marching to bagpipes, for 
instance, Even the most con- 
firmed stumble-foot can’t help 
keeping time to the pipes. 
Twilight after hours of sweat- 
ing up. and down the rounded 
drybelt hills, and the day's 
last clear and lonely bugle-call 
shivering along the spine. 


The food also comes to 
mind, In the camps that 
received me, it was un- 
inspired, The army apparently 
had a corner on little whitz 
beans, and I swear if the holy 
grail were set before one of 
the cooks who fed us, he 
would reach automatically for 
the stewed tomato ladle. 


* 


We were rookies, and 
uppity, but the sergeants and 
corporals worked on us. They 
were firm but they were 
patient; they did their best to 
work green civilians into 
troops, and they never 
despaired of even the least 
promising material. 

Once a sergeant even com~ 
mended me on -my erect 
stance. 

What he didn't know, and in 
those months of short supply 
couldn’t have remedied, was 
that an enlargement begun 
not long before had come to 
bloom, 

With marriage, I had settled 
down to regular meals, a 
regime that the army con- 
tinued. My uniform failed to 
accommodate this filling-out. 
To stoop was dangerous, to sit 
down any old way invited 
disaster. 

I had another secret that 
worried me more. 

In the course of hut. horse- 
play, some rat stomped my 
sheathed bayonet. I tried to 
pound blade and scabbard 
straight..Then, three men_on 
a side, we strove without 
success to free the reluctant 
steel. For three weeks, I lived 
in terror that the order would 
come to draw the blasted 
thing. Finally a platoon-mate 
on his way out of the army 
traded with me. 

With logging-camp bunk- 
houses in my past, the lack of 
privacy didn’t disturb me. 
More daunting to the spirit was 
the loneliness known by the 
man newly in uniform when 
he goes-among civilians. 


* 


We marched, we learned, 
we drilled,. Even |though still 
unproved, we began to feel 
like soldiers. It startled me to 
realize how thoroughly 
hornogenized_ we had become. 

I was healthy as a horse; 
but one. day, on the strength 
of a_long-forgotten injury, the 
army decided to cast me out. 

We'd been taking a break. 
Fellows in my section kidded 
me as I marched with con- 
scious briskness past _ the 
stacked rifles to the orderly 
hut, wondering . what. crime 
against rules and regulations 
I'd committed. 

Next day, glad and sad 
together, I left that spit-and- 
polish camp to trade between 
home and nearby base depot 
for two. largely idle months. 

I. was one of a sizeable 
group which Had no official 
existence. Our records had 
been lost; we were ghosts 
indeed. 

Eventually, our papers 
turned up under the butt of 
little civilian stenographer, 
who might better have used a 
couple of. phone books to 


provide the elevation she 
lacked. 
Separation was swift. I 


surrendered my gear to 
quartermaster’s stores, took 
my_—final__breathsof _ the 
army's soft-coal smoke, and 
returned to civilian life. 

No glory: just a hope of 
someday running into a friend 
from an outfit that went over- 
seas soon after. But I never 

. did,

The cost of dying followed the 
cost of living trend today as city 
council's finance committee ap- 
proved increases in burial 
charges at Ross Bay cemetery.

Insurance Policy Should Include 


Basement Tools and Grand Piano 


Twelve young engaged 
couples, enrolled in the Y’s 
nine-week Preparation for 
Marriage Course, learned a 
few hard facts about insur- 
ance Tuesday evening when 
insurance agent Gordon Dun- 
away gave them some guide- 
lines on how. to make sure 
that their possessions were 
adequately covered in case of 
loss or damage. 

One of these guide-lines was 
an accepted assessment 
which -lists $1,500 as the 
insurable worth of an average 
room’s contents. The speaker 
cautioned his audience about 
the common mistake of 
writing off the need to insure 
basement property. 

LAWN MOWERS, TOO 

“Lots of people ‘tell me that 
there is no need to insure the 
basements of their homes 
because there’s nothing down 
there. They forget expensive 
items lke lawn ‘mowers, 
power tools and other equip- 
ment." 

Mr, Dunaway also stressed 
the need for re-adjustment of 


policies:—“‘If a relative dies 
and leaves you an expensive 
dining room set, or a grand 
piano, you should make sure 
that you have enough addi- 
tional coverage -to protect 
them." 

Queried as to the amount a 
home-owner should carry, Mr. 
Dunaway cited the _ National 
Housing Act’s figure which 
stands at $16 a square foot. 
“You should add eight dollars 
a square foot for basement 
and top stories.’’ 


EARTHQUAKES 
In reply to a question, Mr. 
Dunaway confirmed that 


there were policies available 
to cover earthquake damage. 
“From. surveys taken in 
Japan, Honolulu and Cali- 
fornia it has been proven that 
a frame construction is the 
best to resist tremors because 
it can move or twist. 

“However, it is: wise to take 
earthquake insurance if your 
home has radiant heat or 
concrete construction that 
would be expensive to re- 
place.” 


In reply to another question, 
Mr. Dunaway told his audi- 
ence that there is no insur- 
ance available to cover flood 
or tidal water damage. 


LIABILITY POLICY 


The speaker emphasized. the 
importance of parents taking 
out liability policies. “I did 
this when my children were 
small and I think it was worth 
every penny, You never know 
when your youngster is going 
to cause damage. He can run 
into old folks on a trike and 
cause an accident. There are 
so many possibilities of get- 
ting into a position where bills 
ean cripple you if you’re not 
covered.” 

Mr. pe ended by 
stating that very few people 
carry. adequate insurance, and 
that policy buyers should give 
their agent all the informa- 
tion possible so that he has a 
full picture of their needs,

The Fixer 
OTTAWA (CP) — The bones 
of perhaps the most intelligent |The 


dinosaur that ever lived were 
discovered in the Alberta bad 
lands last summer, through the 


joint efforts of an enthusiastic 
housewife and a visiting 
Scientist. 

Together they came up with 
the remains of Saurornithoides, 
an eight-foot creature that 
roamed. Western Canada about 
75,000,000 years ago eating our 
ancestors and such. 

Mrs. Victor Vanderloh, wife of 
a Cessford,  Alta., rancher, 
found some of the bones six 
years ago on the banks of the 
Red Deer River. She took them 
home and put them with the 
rest of her private collection. 


When Dr. Dale A. Russell, 
acting head of paleontology at 
the National Museum of Natural 
Sciences, visited Alberta last 
summer, Mrs. Vanderloh 
showed them to him and took 
him to the discovery site. 


Included in the bones they 
found. there, which had since 
come to the surface because of 
erosion, was the ‘“‘skull cap” of 
Sauronithoides, 

Although two other’ fossilized 
specimens of the creatute had 
been found previously — one in 
Outer Mongolia and the other in 
Alberta. eriough bones had 
never been found to determine 
the brain. size. 


SMARTER THAN OSTRICH 


Dr. Russell says the brain 
was “about seven times larger 
than any living reptile of 
comparable body weight.” 

Although this dinosaur 
probably. did not have the 
intelligence of a dog or a 
parrot, it Was probably brighter 
than ostriches or other large 
ground birds. 

Dr. Russell believes Sauror- 
nithoides — a meat-eating rep- 
tile — probably ate primitive 
mammals, These would include 
the ancestors of man, which he 
says were tiny shrew-like crea- 
tures at the time. 

Scientists generally believe 
most dinosaurs -were stupid 
creatures with small ‘brains. 


Dr, Russell says finding the 


skull cap capable of holding a 


larger brain shows there was a 


tendency for dinosaurs to be- 
come intelligent, had they had 
more time to evolve further. 

Although fossils of this reptile 
are scarce, Dr. Russell says the 
ereature, which he believes 


weighed about 100 pounds, may 


have been “‘as plentiful as foxes 
or coyotes are today.”

How do they measure elec- 
tricity? 

We can measure a treasure 
chest by its height and its 
width, its length and its weight. 
But a treasure -chest is made of 
solid matter. Liquids and gases 
are measured by the spaee or 
volume they occupy. They too 
are made of matter. Electricity 
is not made of matter. It is a 
form of energy and energy calls 
for a different system of 
measurements. 

The energy of electricity is 
itself invisible, but we can see 
‘and feel what it does: It can be 
triggered to light a lamp or 
warm a toaster. So we can 
measure it in terms of the work 
it does. We know how to create 
it. So we can measure it in 
terms of the forces required to 
generate so much electrical 
energy. We know that wires and 
other substances resist electri- 
cal current. This resistance is 
also a unit of electrical 
measurement. And we also can 
measure the strength of the 
current in an electric circuit. 

Units for measuring - elec- 
tricity are very. different from 
those used to measure the size 
ana weight ‘dimensions of 
matter. The basic unit is 
voltage — the electromotive 
force that generates the current 
through a wire circuit. A force 
of 230,000 volts may be used to} 
generate electricity through a 
circuit from Niagara Falls to 
New York City. You home may 
be: wired for voltage of 110 or 
220. 

The resistance to the current 
pushed through the wires is 
measured .in ohm units. The 
ampere is the unit for measur- 
ing the: moving electrons in the 
wire. The-volt, the ohm and the 
ampere are related. One volt 
drives one ampere of current 
through one ohm of resistance.

SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(AP) .— The penetrating smell 
of crude oil seems to be every- 
where. Beautiful beaches ‘are 
blackened for miles. The once 
sparkling blue harbor of this 
scenic resort city is covered 
with thick, gummy.slime. A 
wildlife expert calls it the worst 
disaster ever to hit California 
bird. life, 

That .was a capsule picture 
today as a runaway undersea 


well six miles off the Southern! 


California. coast continued - to 
spurt oil at 21,000 gallons a day. 
The slick of crude petroleum 
extefids 40 miles seaward, en- 
circling several islands, ahd 
covers an estimated 800 square 
miles of the Pacific Ocean.‘ 

Crews trying to check the 
flow had to abandon the drilling 
platform Tor a time Wednesday 
after natural gas fumes bubbled 
to the. surface along with the oil. 
About 60 persons living on some 
of the 700 boats in. the harbor 
here were evacuated because of 
noxious fumes. and the danger 
of fire. 

Easterly winds had held the 
slick away from shore for days. 
But a change in wind, plus the 
action of the tide, began push- 
ing it against beaches, break- 
waters and boats in massive 
concentrations. 

The well began leaking uncor- 
trollably 10 days ago, Union Oil 
Co,, the driller, said it is hoped 
that continued injections of mud 


flow in another day or so,

Fees have not been adjusted 
for 10 years- and costs are 
falling behind the charges, 
aldermen were told. Crowded 
conditions mean graves must be 
dug and filled manually rather 
than by machine and where, a 
burial is on a Saturday, there 
are overtime labor. rates to 
meet, 

Ald. Lily Wilson said she 
didn’t think the charges should 
be upped because they would 
affect mostly older people. 

“That's the state’ we hope 
we'll all be in before we have to 
use these facilities,” observed 
Mayor Hugh Stephen. 

The increases are nominal, 
said city treasurer Jim 
Bramley. Preparing an edult 
grave, which must be 7% feet 
rather than six feet deep, ‘will 
move from $57.75 to $80. 

Ross Bay is being “phased 
out” as a cemetery over the 
next 20 to 25 years, said Mr. 
Young. There were 116 burials 
there in 1968 in what he 
described as a “busy year.”
